YOU ARE FURTHER NOTIFIED that the Company represents the ESA was executed
in compliance with past Commission orders. Id.

YOU ARE FURTHER NOTIFIED that the Company requests the Commission issue
an order approving or rejecting the ESA and, if approved, declaring all payments for the purchases
of energy under the proposed ESA to be allowed as prudently incurred expenses for ratemaking
purposes.
